N o r t h Dixon Sch o o l Notes. 


A t the school house, George Howell 
gave last Monday evening, by the re­ 
quest of Professor Baldw in, a very in­ 
teresting display of the wonderful 
X- 
rays, for tho benefit of the second year 


class in Physics. 
The electricity was generated by a 
powerful Todier-Holtz machine, and 
passed to a Crookes’ tube where the 
X-rays are manifested. 
Before the 
tube, was placed a pasteboard screen, 
coated on one side with tungstate of 
calcium ,a highly fluorescent substance. 
Then the room was darkened and tho 
class crowded 
about 
tho 
machine. 
First the hand was held between the 
bulb and tho screen, 
and the bones 
could bo distinctly seen 
w ithin tho 
light shadow of the flesh. 
Then feet, 
arms, wrists and 
f a r o 
were placed in 
position and ail showed the 
bones dis­ 
tinctly. 
The experim ents 
wen 
tired 
of placing a dollar in a thick book and 
a key in a cigar box; both objects were 
clearly seen. 
Color effects of great 
b rillian cy were noted in 
all parts of 


the machine, 
and the flashes from 
knob to knob were 
blinding. 
The

they had not brought plates for photo­ 
graphing tho hand.
